PRINCIPAL — MR. 1.M. NICHOLL 


A few years ago schools were encouraged to keep 
pace with the rapid and extensive changes that were 
taking place in our society. We realized that with the 
world's fund of knowledge doubling every ten years or 
So, it was quite impossible to keep up with all changes. 
We would have to become more selective and discrim- 
inating in our choice, In line with this thinking there 
has been an increasing flexibility in both the number 
of courses offered, and in their content. There are 
many educators who have long regarded the Grade 
Twelve Departmental Examinations as an unsatisfactory 
measure of educational achievement, so removal of 
these exams in 1973 was further evidence of increased 
freedom in education. 

But this new freedom was not to flourish unchalleng- 
ed for long and the shrill cry of "back to basics" was 
heard louder and louder in the land. For many the cry 
had the instant appeal of a simple solution to a com- 
plex problem. Unfortunately, there is no consensus as 
to what "back to basics" means, and all too often it 
implies to going back to some golden age in the past 
when courses and content were strictly prescribed. 
Despite the attractions of simple solutions, they won't 
work in our situation. Society has generally dictated 
that our youth are to remain in school until they are 
ready to enter the working force or to go on to further 
education at the age of 17 or 18. Then, surely, it is 
our task to devise programs of sufficient variety to 
cater to their needs and to challenge the capacity of 
all our students. 

The most important factors for education in any 
school will continue to be the staff and the student 
body. In this school the staff and the students have, 
over the years, developed an enviable reputation for 
excellence through hard work in many fields. I urge 
all students and teachers alike to continue the pursuit 
of this worthy tradition.
